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INTRODUCTION 



the for^-first anniversaty of die battle of 
Port Hudson, May 27, 1904, there was 
unveiled in Memorial Hall, in the State 
House, in Boston, a statue in bronze of Major General 
^K'ilHani Francis BartletL 

The ceremonies were brief but impressive. In die 
beautiful (urcular hall of Sienna maible, its balcony rail 
draped wkh heavy festoons of laurel, and with glories 
of Hags above each portfJ, widi its scores of tattered 
battle-flags silently proclaiming the noble patriotism dis- 
played in the struggle for the Union, and its splendid 
mural paintings of events conspicuous in die history of 
Massachusetts, there was gathered a Urge assemblage in- 
cluding the first representatives of every walk of life 
in the Commonwealth, official, militaiy, professional and 



G)io&eI Oiarles Shaler was specialty detailed by the 
Secietaiy of War to represent the United States Army 
at the dedication. 

There were pres«it also survivors of the three Massa- 
chusetts regiments in which General Bartlett served, the 
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Twoitietb, FoT^-ninth and Fifty-sevoith, twen^ members 
of General Bartlett's class. Harvard. 1862, and members 
of die Womm's ReKef Corps. 

Mrs. WilHam Fiands Baidett was accompanied by 
her ttm, Edwin B. Bartlett, and by ber daughters and 
grandchildren. Her party included Miss Edith Bardett, 
Pittsfield; Mr. and Mrs. Houy A. Fiancis, Pittsfield;

The statue is die wodc of Daniel Oiester Froich. 
It represents William Francis Bartlett. dressed in the 
uniform of a Major General, with the cape overcoat, 
as saluting the flag, widi a hat held in his right hand, 
die other resting if>on the hilt of his sword. 

The hdght of the statue is seven iedt and ioat inches 
above the pEnth. It is of standard bronze, finished widi 
a gieen patina, and was cast by the Bonney-Bonnard 
Company of New Yoiic Behind the statue, on the 
pfinth, are branches of laurel and olive, anblonatic of 
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Fame and Peace. Tlie statue itself rests iqxm a pedestal 
of Greek marble, known as Gppolino, and b of a green 
color, finely veined. It was designed by Henry Bacon 
of New York. The die of the pedestal is ornamented 
on two sides widi a border of conventionatized laurel 
leaves of solid silver let into the stone. This border 
meets at the front a tablet, also of silver, bearing the 
following insciiption: —

At half past two o'clock the unveiling exercises 
began by buglers sounding "To die C>lors," in saluta- 
tion. Immediately afterwards Lieutenant Governor Curtis 
Guild, Jr., Chairman of the Committee charged widi the 
erection of the statue, advanced to the front of a small 
platform, all present stcmding wi^ bared heads, and ad- 
dres^ng His Excellency Governor John L. Bates briefly 
narrated the histoiy of the statue and formally presented 
it to the Chief Magistrate of die Commonwealth. As 
the Lieutenant Governor pronounced his final words, the 
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cotds rdeaang the AmeiicaD flags draped about die 
statue were drawn by Master James Dwight Francis, a 
seven-year-old grandson of General Bartlett. and at the 
same moment, from the balcony above, there burst ^rlh 
from the band of the First Corps of Cadets ** The Star 
Spangled Banner." As its strains died away, clear-toned 
bugles, sounding the major-general's call rang in salute. 

His Excdlency the Governor dien accepted the statue 
in behalf of the Conunoowealdi, and concluded by pay- 
ing high tribute to the splendid patriotism and beautiful 
character of General BartletL With the close of Gov- 
ernor Bates' address, die unveiling cerononies in Memorial 
Hall ended. The company, under escort of Sergeant-at- 
Arms Remington, then passed up the grand staircase 
into the Hall of the Representatives, where die literary 
part of the dedicatory exercises were held. As presiding 
officer. Governor Bates took the chair. Brigadier General 
Morris Schaff, the orator of the day, sitting at his right, 
die Ri^t Reverend William Lawrence, DJD., Bishop of 
the ^iscopal Clnirch of Massachusetts, occiq)ying a chair 
at liis left The large cfiamber was crowded. 

Prayer was offered 1:^ the I^ht Reverend William 
Lawrence, DD., a [>ei^nal friend of Gaiefal and Mrs. 
BartletL The Fust Corps Cadets Band rendered the " Pil- 
grim Chorus from Tannhauser" and immediately afterwards 
Brigadier General Morris Schaff delivered an oration 
i^KHi the warrior and peaconakeT. Upon the conclusion 
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of GoMral Schaff*s oration, a musical selection, "Songs 
of the Gvil War," was given by the band, and follow- 
ing diis Executive Secietary Edward F. Mamlin tead tril>- 
utes by officers who wore the gray in the Gvil War, — 
Captain W. Gordon McCabe of Pegram's batteiy which 
was blown t^ in the explosion of the mine before 
Petei^uig, and C^itain John S. Wise, C. S. A., of 
Ridimond, Virginia, bodi gentlemen having been intimate 
friends of General Bartlett "Ameiica" was then sung, 
and benediction having been pronounced by Kshc^ Law- 
rence, the assemblage dispersed. 
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BIOGRAPHY 

IflLLIAM FRANCIS BARTLETT 

was bom at HaveHiill, Massachusetts, on 
the sixth of June, 1 840. He was the son 
of Charies L Bartlett and Hairiott (Plummer) BardrtL 
Some of his ancestors served in tfie Revohitionaiy Wai, 
and one of his great grandfathers was present at the 
dege of Loui^urg. 

On the seventeenth of A^iA, 1861, «4iile a junior 
at Harvard College, he joined '3aa Fourth Battalion of 
Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, and was with die bat 
talion horn the twenty-fifdi day of May until the twenty- 
fifth day of June on garrison duty at Fort Independence, 
in Boston Harbor. Upon die expiratbn of its tour of 
garrison duty the battalion was dismissed, and Bartldt 
returned to college. He was so delighted with the 
month spent at the fort, however (\^ch he declared to 
be "die pleasantest and most fruitFul that 1 remember*^, 
that thencefordi he gave much thought to miKtary matters. 
Eagerness to enlist had so seized him that soon after 
he expressed the wish that the report were true that an 
order had come for ten more regents. 
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In June, 1861, G>lond Vl^lliain Raymond Lee was 
authorized to raise die Twentieth Reg^ait of Massa- 
chusetts Volunteei Infantry, and to name his field and 
staff officers and die line cheers erf two companies. 
He offeied the position of Lieutenant Colond to Fiands 
^X^nthrop Palfrey. V/hile at Fort Independence, Battle 
had ciHiie under tlie command of Palfr^, and had so 
impressed him l^ dw serious, faithful and intelligent 
manner in which he had striven to leam a soldier's 
duties, that dirough him be was tendered a captaincy in 
die new regiment This commission he accepted, and 
after six weeks' trial of the soldierly c^)acity and ^- 
^3Ky of the line officers, he was named seniot c^^ptftin. 
On the fourdi of September, 1861, the regiment left die 
State for the front Seventeen da)rs Uter, Giptain Batt- 
le experienced his first battle in die fierce struggle at 
Ball's Bluff, a struggle v^ch cost the Twentieth regi- 
ment its colonel, major, adjutant assistant surgeon, one first 
lieutenant taken prisoner, a captain and two lieutenants 
killed, and diTee captains and two lieutenants severely 
wounded, in addition to about one hundred and fif^ 
non-commissioned officers and privates, killed, wounded 
and missing. Captain Bardett, by reason of diese casual- 
ties, thus became the second officer of the regiment pres- 
ent for duty. 

On die twenty-fourdi of April 1862, Captain Bardett 
was with his recent at the outposts in front of York- 
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town. While at the outer Hne, kneeling and examining 
the enemy through his field glass, a bullet from the rifie 
of a sharpshooter struck his left knee, shattering the 
bone down to the ankle, and necessitating the amputa- 
tion of the leg four inches above the knee. 

On September 20, 1862, he took command of Camp 
Briggs, Pittsfield. Massachusetts, where the Forty-nindt 
Regiment Massachusetts Infantry (a nine month's regi- 
ment) was assembling. The regiment had the right of 
choonng its <^cers, and at die election held on Novem- 
ber tenth. Captain Bartlett was unanimou^y chosen its 
colonel 

The regiment sailed hrnn New York on the twenty- 
fourdi of January, 1863, and reached New Orleans on 
the seventh of Februaiy. It at once moved up the liver 
to Carrolton, where General Ejnoiy's division was at- 
camped. A few days later the regiment encamped at 
Baton Rouge, and on the fourteendi of March, the army 
of which Colonel Barilett's regiment was a part began 
its march towards Port Hudson. On May twenty- 
seventh, the Nineteenth Corps, commanded by General 
Banks, was ordered to make an assault on the fortifica- 
tions of Port Hudson. Tlie attack began on the left of 
die line, at about noon. General Augur's division (the 
centre) being ordered to assault the works in Kne of 
batde. Colonel Bardett, commandir^ the Forty-ninth 
Massachusetts Volunteers, was in this division, and as. 
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hy reason of die loss of his leg, he could not go on 
foot over a half mile of feDed timber and abatis, he, 
being unwilling to let die regiment go widiout him, led 
it on horseback. The character of that leadership may 
be read between die lines of die following modest 
account in the General's own journal : 

"The edge of die woods was a few rods to die 
front, and then diere was open ground to the works, 
except the obstructions. Soon the order came to assault 
I knew just what sort of a place there would be to go 
through — 1 had seen rebel fortifications before. 1 knew 
it would be almost impossible to get through die fallen 
trees, etc., even if I was not shot at. I knew, being 
the only officer mounted, I should be much more con- 
spicuous. I knew that my chances for life were very 
small. But I had to go horseback oi not at all So 
prayed that life and limb might l>e spared, and went in. 
* * * We had got two-thirds across the slai^hter- 
field when, just as I was shouting to die men to keep 
closed on the color, pop I went off my horse like a 
rocket * * * As for me, God had been very good. 
I was speired life, and most probab^ limb. The ball, a 
round one luckily, struck in die joint of my wrist, shatter- 
ing the bones. It was very painful. The other wound 
was slight A buck-shot struck the outside of my right 
ankle and glanced down, entering the fiesh and passing 
through the sole of my foot"* 
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Tlie ball was cut from the wrist, the wound diesseti 
and Bartlett was thence conveyed by steamboat to Baton 
Rouge. 

After die mustering out of the Foity-dnth regimen^ 
Colonel Bartlett was authorized to raise the Fifty-seven^ 
Regiment Massachusetts Infantry, which as dlond he 
took to the front in April, 1864. After reaching An- 
napoHs it became a part of the First Brigade, First 
Division, Ninth Army Carps. In the battle of the Wil- 
derness (May 6, 1864), Bartlett was again wounded, this 
time in the head, just above the right temple. Fortu- 
nately, the ball glanced off. In June, of the same year, he 
was commis^oned Brigadier General of Volunteers, and a 
mondi later took command of the First Brigade of Led- 
lie's division. Ninth Army Corps, before Petersburg. In 
the assault of July thirtiedi. General Bartlett, with most 
of his staff, was captured in the crater of the mine. He 
was held by the Confederates two months, and from dis- 
ease contracted because of hardships undergone during 
that p^od he never fully recovered. In June, 1663, he 
returned to active duty, taking command of the first 
division of the Ninth Corps, but on July fourteenth his 
diviaon was broken up, and his actual service was over, 
although it was not until a year later that he was mus- 
tered out, a Major General by brevet, his commission be- 
ing dated back to March, 1865, three mondis before his 
twoity-fifdi birthday. 
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Before bong mustered out, on October 14. 1865, 
General Bartlett was married to Miss Agnes Pomeroyt 
of Pittsfield, and most of the remaining years of his Ufe 
were spent in Pittsfield and vicini^. In 1866 he was 
(^ered, but decEned, the coUectorsh^ of die Port of 
Boston. In 1872 he accepted a position on die Gov- 
ernor's personal staff, but when, in 1 875, he was offered 
both die nomination for lieutenant governor on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and the nomination for governor on the 
RepuUican ticket, he would take nether. 

His connection with the iron industry called him con- 
standy to V^ginia, sometimes for months at a time. 
While there he formed strong and enduring friendships 
widi many of his late antagonists. He thus naturally 
became gieatty interested in soodiing sectional spirit and 
in restoring a common loyal^. His two most notable 
speeches pleading for reconciliation and a union in 
national feeling were made wiffi singular felici^ on June 
24, 1 874, at the dedication of Harvard's Manorial Hall 
to her volunteers, emd on Atptil 19, 1875, at the Ceit- 
tennial of the batde of Lexington, commemorating the 
opening of a war whose second phase was the march- 
ing of southern soldiers to the relief of the siege of 
Boston. 

On December 1 7, 1 676, after suffering intensely during 
a long iUness, General Bardett died at his home in Htts- 
field. His grave in the Pitt^eld cemdery is mariied 
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with a boulder of rough stone. It bears on a bronze 
shield, ID addition to die conventioiial statement of deadi 
and Tank, these simple woids : — 

A Soldier undaunted by wounds and impruonment 
A Pabiot foremost in pleading for reanciEatioo. 
A Qifiitian strong in faith and charily. 
Hii life was an inq>iratioii. 
Hii memory is a trust

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ADDRESS 

By His Excellency governor John l. Bates 

. Chairman — By the action of the Gen- 
eral Court it was decreed that Massachusetts 
should show her love for one of her de- 
parted soldiers by the erectioa of a statue to his memory. 

To the committee of the Council was entrusted die 
execution of the decree. Hie committee C2illed to its 
aid the genius of one who, passing his boyhood near 
Concord Bridge, early gathered from the old battl^eld 
an in^iration that has enabled him to well depnct in 
marble, and in bronze, die spirit of patriotism. 

This datue, but now unveiled, commands our immediate 
admiration, for ib every line tells of devotion to the flag. 
It is a wortfiy memorial of a deserving man. and on 
behalf of the Commonwealdi, I acc^t it, sir, and thank 
you and the committee and all whose efforts have con- 
tdbuted to its erectiotL 

The people of diis State have not been unmindful of 
the causes of thai hapfiiness, nor forgetful of their obli- 
gation to die men who have gone before them. 

From Plymouth HiH the uplifted finger of Faidi, for-

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ever pointing to the heavens, tdia the secret of die 
cracOiiig of the nabon. 

^diin the HaU of Representatives has been sus- 
pended for a century and a half the emblem of the 
codfish, ^pifying not, however, the sluggish denizen of 
the sea, but the sacrifice and courage of the early settlers 
who met wind and wave, braved the perils of the great 
ocean and brought forth from its depths (he treasures 
upon which have been founded the krtunes diat have 
contributed to the material welfare of die entire nation. 

On many an avenue and square we find the repre- 
sentation of some great soul who was a pioneer in 
tbou(^t or action, leading [>eople into new and [Jeasanter 
conditions. In every city and village, temples devoted to 
education attest the importance which our people attach 
to knowledge, and to its attairmioiL 

But here in die centre of the busy metropolis, upon 
diis hiD. widi die rushing tides of men dashing against 
its base, the State has reared its most cosdy monument 
and made of it a treasure house, not for silver or gold, 
or precious stones, or ancient archives, but for the flags 
for which men died — a memorial hall dedicated to the 
heroes who dared the storm of bursting shell and leaden 
hail, and with the musket and the sword drove treason 
from the land. 

And here, in this tonple, by the flag to which he 
consecrated his life, in the presence of his comrades \^o 
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wore the blue, with the approval of his foes who wore 
the gray, and with the approval of all men who honoi 
courage and loyalty, and with this occasioD graced by 
die presence of the tnie woman, who, with his country, 
iliared his heart, we dedicate this statue, to the brave 
memory of ooe who in early manhood, with Hberal educa- 
tion, with loving friends, and every sunoundiog that tends 
to make life attractive, left all that he might fight for his 
country; one vdio foigot the ties of business, of kindred, 
of love, v^Q he heard that the flag had been fired 
upon; one whose zeal and skiU in warfare brouf^t him 
rapid promotion to high rank; one who was in many 
battles and wounded in ail save one; a man hatde- 
riven and powdei'scarred, always on the firing-line ; and 
yet, a man who, when peace came, was the first to urge 
generous treatment of die fallen foe — a man of beautiful 
character, faidiful to every trust, a man whose memory 
Massachusetts will ever delif^t to hcmor — William Frands

^HE State is not a metaphor; it is a great 
fact: a spiritual body revolving around the 
divine nature of man. The State of Massa- 
chusetts has never doubted the capauty in men for 
gieat deeds. That is, and has been, hei only rdigion of 
State; and in her devotions before the ahar of her 
^th, in the vast cadiedial of the soul, there has ever 
floated over that altar het ideals : bei ideal ccmmonwealdi. 
hei ideal citizoi, and her ideal soldiei. And to-day, in ^ 
high mood of her devotion, she enters her cathedral and 
marches up the aisle, as it were, carrying the embodi- 
moA of one of her ideals. 

Let us not underestimate the stJeninity and ngpiificance 
of this ceremonial Sharing the hi^ mood of the State, 
we leave banks, \s4iarves, the fields, the great manufacto- 
ries with thdr w4ieeU humming homage to intellect 
devoted to labor, and we follow het up die aide, heu- 
ing die voices of an invisible choii, the souls of ins[Hied 
diinkers and doers, the notes of trun:^>ets sounding back 
duough die ages ficom fat off graves of heroes, and the 
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vcHces of die evet peace-loving angeb all calling on us 
to cmsecrate ourselves to the service of men and the 
true glory of the State. 

These services grow out of and bring back the great 
War of the RebelHcm. la a moment of awful delirium, 
the sons of one of die most gallant of peoples were 
pushed to the front by slavety in her last bloody stand 
against freedom in this upward-moving world. When 
the sons of the South threw down their challenge, die 
sons of the equally gallant North stq>ped off from die 
consecrated steps of her temple of manhood and picked 
it up. In the oveiiianging sky of diose four years of 
war all the evil spirits of the past gadiered, and all die 
sweet-faced, encouraging spirits lA the future, with the 
better angel of our government in theii midst, and watched 
while the sons of North and South fought it out 

A full sense of die inspired enthusiasm of diose war 
days was not caught until, like huge dawn-tinted, bas- 
tioned clouds, they were drifliiig off toward the past's 
dim horizon line, with their heroic record. Then the 
State realized, for the first time in all its significance, 
that her manhood, die high virtue of courage, the citizen, 
the soldier and the gentleman, firee government itseff, had 
all been put to a migh^, final test, and diat she and 
her sons had stood it, and stood it well. No wonder 
diat, in the exultation of the hour, poets struck their 
hi^est notes, as in the "Commemoration Ode", and 
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diat under the evokiiig wand of genius, monument after 
monument rose up over the land. 

Meissachusetts, with quiveiing lip and with tears of 
gloiy on her cheek, called in the flags that her sons had 
borne so weU — flags whose every battle-dreaming strand 
is the string of a harp in her breast — and, after pon- 
deling die services of aD. rose and put die name of 
Bardett with those that glitter in her past; among the 
names which, like a diadem, band the brow of dus 
chamber, filling it with calm, inspiring digni^, and 
thiough die silence of greatness with ever-exhorting speech. 
Let us foUow him with her eye and her tumultuous 
beating heart as he mounts through the ordeal of war 
to the distinction of her most conspicuous soldier, die 
dew of youdi still on his cheek, and, at last, to that 
higher distinction, the country's ideal of the soldier aitd 
gendeman. 

William Francis Bartlett was bom in Haverhill, June 
6, 1 840. His modier's name was Harriott Phimmer, and 
his father's, Giarles L. Bardett His forefadiers were in 
the colonial and the revolutaonary wars. Whai the civil 
war broke out he was a junior in Harvard, and on 
die seventeenth of April 1861, he left his class, a taD, 
spare, blue-eyed boy, and enlisted in the 4th battalion, 
Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, entering that other great 
class that, after pasung the awful ordeals of Stone River, 
Cold Harbor, GeUjnbuig, and the ^^demess, graduated 
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magna cum laude at Appomattox Court House in April, 

1865. 

General Bartlett's conduct under amis and the manly 
character he displayed attracted the attention of his 
officers, and when the 20th regiment was formed he 
was made its soiior captain. The first action this gal- 
lant regiment was in, a regiment that met the enemy so 
valiantly on many a field, was at Ball's Bluff, Oct 21, 
1861. Here tfie State gets her first clear view of Bart- 
lett The troops have crossed tfie Potomac; they have 
climbed the tieep, wooded bluffs ; they are out in a 
small open field; beyond, rise primeval woods duou^ 
t^iich the enemy are advancing. Bardett's ccanpany 
was ^ing down. He says in a letter to his mother: 
"I couldn't bear to wake them (many were asle^) 
until the first volley was heard from the woods. I felt 
diat if I were gtmig to be hit, I ^ould, whether 1 stood 
up or lay down, so 1 stood up among them to keep 
them more self-possessed." 

The enemy came on. They wtfe met in the open 
field. " The ground." says Battlett to his modier, " was 
smoking and covered with blood, while the noise was 
deafening." Mark the vividness of his description I Inch 
by inch our troops were driven back and down die 
blufe. Bardett called on his company for one last rally, 
and with Hallowell and Little Abbott, who (ell glori- 
ously in the Wilderness, at his side, every man that 
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was left sprang Forward, and at close range they in^ 
the on'rushing enemy. Bartlett and his brave men were 
swept back and down into the murderotu fire that was 
bdng pouied into the disorganized troops, left ^ough 
awful blunders without any means of recrosnng the nver. 

It was a horrible scene; the river was full of strug- 
gling human beings; on the shore, men crowded help- 
lessly together among die wounded and the dying, and all 
under a withering fire. Bartlett collected what he could 
of the re^ment, told those who could swim and wished 
to fay, to take to the water. Then, standing by those 
who ccMild not swim, he determined to get diem out of 
that savage, plunging fire. He led them up the river, 
found an old water-logged skiff, and finally rescued all 
that were with him, he being die last to cross. The 
next night after the batde — the regiment having lost its 
colonel major, and over 160 of its officers, non-commis- 
litmed officers and men, lolled, wounded and misdng — 
and he being senior in command, ordered a dress parade, 
"both to ^ve the men**, so he wrote to his mother, 
"the idea diat everything was not broken up, and also 
to cheer die men with the music of the band.'* 

The deadi of General Baker, a senator of the United 
States, a boyhood and manhood friend of Presidait 
Lincoln, who fell near Bartlett, while directing ihe batde, 
and whose impo^ng obsequies were held in the national 
capitol, made the disaster felt aQ over die North. Tlie

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only redeeming featuret were the courage of the troops, 
consfHcuously the 20th, and Barrett's heroic conduct 
The papers glowed with their accounts, and the eyes oi 
Massachusetts wtfe fixed on him. In his journal he 
wrote: "They conqslimeoted me too highly, who did 
nothing more than my du^. My coolness was in me. 
I ou^t not to have the credit of it, but be grateful to 
God. who in His mercy had spared me, for granting me 
the courage and self-possesaon." 

Htfe, in ^m first battle, we g^ stnne measure of the 
man. Modest, brave, self-possessed, riang in the itxx 
of defeat and summoning music and soldiei^ ceremonial 
to lift the down-hearted up to their old heroic level — 
there was some of Massadiusetts giit We can see him 
standing in command at the parade — the sun sinking 
down to rest in Octdber's golden haze — tail, spate, his 
resolute, crystalline blue eyes on the regiment as die 
band marched by. Oh, 20th Massachusetts, how many 
fields of glory lay before you I 

The following ^}iil. while on the skirmish line at 
Yoi^town, he was wounded and his left leg was ampu- 
tated four inches above die knee. On his recovery he 
was made colonel of the 49th, a Berkshire regiment, and 
for^-one years ago to-day, on account of his wound, 
having to go diat way or not id all, he led it mounted 
at die assault of Port Hudson. Men I Veterans of the 
49th I as your eyes fell on your old colors and the veil

i^ from your old commander's (ace, bow vividly must 
have come back the scenes of that Intter action I You 
see the lines forming, you see regiment after regiment 
idling in; you see that iron-hearted, forlorn hope at die 
front, and many of your regiment are in it, standing 
there waiting for the word to cany tbor fascines forward 
to fiD die ditch. 

The word comes. You see all diat column of 3000 
men moving with unfuded colors, shells bursting in your 
hces and teaiing through your lines, men falling at 
every step, the flag, your flag, borne on and youi 
colonel, the onty mounted officer in the column, the 
gaUant Mifflin at his side. You hear again his trumps 
vcHce c£Jling you, amid that deadly Are, to close on the 
colors ; you see him (alL The assault fails ; and die 
ground clear up to the woriu b strewn widi the dead. 

To show the sfHrit Bardett infused into his men, when 
volunteen for a second forlom hope were caUed for, 
every man that was left of diis Beriuhire regiment 
stepped out Oh, beautiful blooms the laurel on the 
brow of Berkshire's hiUs, but v^en those men stepped 
out for that forlom hope, the laurel of fame bloomed on 
die brow of every one. 

Bardett was wounded in the right foot; his left wrist 
shattered, nearly losing his hand. " Who was diat man 
on horseback?" asked Confederate officers of Colonel 
Cutting, General Bartlett's brother-in-law, while under a 
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flag erf truce to bury the dead. When he told them diqr 
said: "He was a gallant fellow and we thought him 
too brave a man to be killed, and ordered our men not 
to fire at him." They did not know that they were 
glaring die life of cue of the best ftiends tfie South 
was ever to have; who would lead Blue and Gray up, 
not to breastwodu of war, but to the bright, sweet fields 
of peace, whence both can see the star of theii country 
pbuglung its way up duough ensures and kingdoms to 
the lone zenith of its destiny. 

Scholarship, our vAwAe system of education, only 
reach perfection and bectmie overpowering, ample reali- 
ties vfhfOt truth and beauty stand fuDy revealed to us. 
We cannot reason about lAie mystic significance of either 
of them, but we know that bodi are elonentaiy in 
human nature; the quality of seeing and appreciating 
them is called the aesthetic. Tlwre is an entry in Bart- 
lett's Port I~lud>on (£aiy that dirows light on the aes- 
Aetic quality of his nature: 

"Saturday, March 14 — Got the order at midni^ 
to start at 3 A.M. It made a wild picture in the 
dadc moming, the carr^ fires blazing high, surrounded 
by dadc forms. A litde piece of the old moon riang 
in the easL" 

How dial night scene fixes itself on the mind — the 
bit of old moon in the nleot east! Along widi the 
power to brave and to do, he had the pawec to see 
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and to feel, and when he made diat entry he was satis- 
fying, unconsciously, the most exacting requirement of 
die ideal; for the ideal is nothing but the poetic onblan 
of the real and tfie underlying element in human nature 
that at last makes the emblem is poetry bursting into 
deeds. 

Before we leave Port Hudson there is a single line 
in a letter to Governor Andrew about the appointment 
of a chaplain : " I have also read the services myself on 
Sunday to all who desired to attend," writes General 
Bardett I cannot conceive of any human achievement 
or character that is not magnified and made finer by the 
ennobling sentimmt of religion. And, at this point, Id 
me quote what Mr. Justice Holmes said, who for die 
sake of aQ that this occasion calls for, by common consent, 
shouU have made this address : " I knew him, and may 
even say diat I knew him well; yet until that book 
ai:^)eared (his life by General Frank Palfrey) I had not 
known the governing mobve of his soul. I had admired 
him as a hero. When I read I learned to revere him 
as a saint. His strengdi was not in honor alone, but in 
religion, and those who do not share his creed must see 
that it was on the wings of religious faith that he 
mounted above even valiant deeds into an empyrean of 
ideal life." 

I cannot conceive of an ideal soldier and gendeman 
without the reverence and the deep, secredy beaudful 
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bust in God, and oui ceremonial to-day will be i 
plete, shallow, and mere (roth if we do not get deaier 
viuons of the best and are not moved by the inqniing 
influences of that spiritual world that overarches life. 

Bartlett, after recovering from his Port tiudson wounds, 
was made colonel of tfie 57th. When Governor Andrew 
presented the colors, he said : " I c<xnmit diese bann«^ 
to you as an officer, as a citizen of Massachusetts, and 
as a personal friend, — an officer firm and loyal, a citizra 
faithful and patriotic, a friend in whom there is no guile. 
1 know diat neidier on the white stripes of die one 
flag nor on the white field of ihe oflier wiU there ever fall 
the slightest dishonor." 

Bardett turned to his men : " Can I say to him for you 
that you will do honor to this trust, that you wiU cany 
it, and defend it, pray for it, and if need be, die k>r 
it>** Survivors of the 57th I you who followed him into 
the Wilderness with those barmers. would that I could 
with the wave of a magic hand lift the Wilderness 
before this audience and let it catch through the smoke 
and tangled undergrowth a view of those lines of battle; 
hear than pouring into each other those crashing volleys, 
as you saw it and as I saw it on that sixth of May 
morning, 1664. See you the 57di charging over a 
regiment that would not move, and hear Hancock, under 
whose ^es you charged, exclaim, "Glorious I" as, with 
Bartlett leading, you carried the line ferward. He says 
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in his diaiy: "The loss in my regiment is great, neniiy 
200 killed and wounded (the actual loss was 251). I 
am satisfied with theai conduct" I think die liang ni^ 
wind never reaches the tree tops ^^ere you chaiged 
that it does not breathe a note which is taken up 
throughout the timber of the Wilderness and becomes a 
mighty requiem (or all, for Hue and Gray. 

Officers, sergeants, corpotals, and privates of the 49di 
and 57th! you who matched bravery by like bravoyl 
it is by your valor his monument rises. And oh, officers 
of die army and navy, companions of the Loyal Legion, 
and soldiers of all commands, dream not iot one moment, 
1 pray you. that you and your services are lost sight of 
in tlus ceremonial You carried into die field the same 
high sense of du^ as Barilett; he was no more ready 
to die for a principle than you were; and your stfvices 
are just as much a part of diat {Rowing past as his. If 
the clouds of the war are drifting off dawn-tinted, the 
tmt is but the blood that did not leave your chedu 
when you fronted die guns of Fredericksburg, charged 
with Buford's cavalry, or met Pickett's matchless charge 
at Gettysburg and if Bartlett could step off that mcmu- 
ment, he would decline aU distinction and modesdy take 
his place among you. But I know you would put him 
back, proud diat he rq^reseoted truly your youth, your 
courage, and your patriotism. 

General Bardett was shot in the ri^t tenq>le and Uy 
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<^ with the wounded in die Vi^demess tiU night, and 
was ihwi carried to Fredericksburg. When he recovered 
he was made a biigadier-geno^ ; he was but 24 yean 
old. He rejoined the old Aimy of the Potomac just 
in time to lead his brigade at the explosion of the nmie 
in front of Petetsfaurg. How our hearts beat m we 
saw those troops going up that deadly slope, one line 
of blue after another, the colore streaming out, trembling 
as they start to fall, only to be picked up and carried 
on, the field behind them blue, dotted as one of our 
Berkshire fields when die fringed gentian is blooming I 

" I got up to die en«ny's works about as soon as 
emy one," Bardett says in his diary. "Got into die 
crater. Took die first and second line of the enemy. 
Held them until after one, when we were driven back 
by repeated charges. I fou^t diem for an hour (gallant 
Amory who is with us to-day was with him) after 
th^ held the whole line, excepting the crater where 
we were, their flags within some feet of ours across 
the works. A shell knocked down a boulder of 
clay on to my wooden leg and crushed it to pieces, kill- 
ing the man next to me. I surrendered to General 
Mahone." 

He was in die hands of die enemy, suffering widi 
disease until late in the autumn, when he was exdianged, 
a physical wreck. Here, pracdcally, ended his military 
career, for before he was able to take the field again 
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die confederacy (ell, and he was mustered out, a brevet 
major-geoera] at 25, the most conspicuous soldier tlud 
Massachusetts sent to the war. 

U we seek (or die e^lanation of this proud distinc- 
tion, notwidistanding die dazzling brightness o( die ser- 
vices of his youthful contemporaries, we shaU find it, not in 
the admiiation of personal foends or die discrimiiialion <A 
die educated class only, but in die magic that unconscious, 
qmntaneous greatness has over the heart of die common 
people. TlioUsands o( die people of Massachusetts had 
never seen turn, yet they had seen His courage and 
high spirit canying his (rail bod^ back again and again 
from the surgeon's taJb\c and the hospital to face once 
more the oiemy. They had [sctured him leading die 
handful of brave men up Ball's Bluff to make the last 
rally ; they had [Hctured him at the foot of the Bluff 
leading them out of that withering, plunging fire ; they 
had pictured him, mounted, leading the assault ; they saw 
him coming up the streets of Httsfield, bringing home die 
49di, with bis wounded arm in a box sling and his 
cruteh stra{f>ed on bdiind him ; diey saw him in the 
V^demess and at die Crater ; and once die blaze of die 
popular hero b lighted in the minds of the multitude 
it never goes out Moreover, he was young and a 
gendeman; and whatever may have been the soldier 
ideals of the common people theretofore, when Sdney 
and Bayard (ell, they caught the gleam of die gendeman. 
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and d)dr ideal soldier hmcefoith could only be, under 
die lig^ of progtesshre insight, brave, young, and a 
idiolar, he must have die steding ring, and, thrown over 
all and inhuing all, the mild transparence of the gentle- 
man. Bard^ filled their ideal Fame loves the poe^ 
die musdan and the artist, but her sweetheart is youth. 
die youth whose heart is overlaid widi the iron virtue 
of courage. 

On ^ (ourteendi of October. 1865, General Bart- 
lett was married to Mary Agnes Pomeroy of Pitt^eld, 
vtbo graces this occan<m with her stat^ presence. He 
setded among us and identified himself at once with 
every uplifting agency. And although there was home 
itdo our mountain valley the echoes of the hailing of the 
pc^Milar hero, it made no difference widi him; he bore 
himself quiedy, with unpremeditated dignity and iincoti- 
sdous good manners. 

Meanwhile, the era of reconstrucdon had hegtm its 
visionary, um'easoaable, and dishonored career. Blinded 
as the North was by its violent yet nabiral rage over 
the assassinabon of Lincoln, and violating the most funda- 
mental principles of political wisdom by disfranchising 
the intelligent and distrusting the honesty of purpose of 
the national leaders, its sdi«ne for the reconstruction of 
die South was doomed to failure from the first The 
politicians, taking advantage of the revulsion, began dieir 
torturing process, knowing that the more violence the 
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South was dihren to under it, the surei was their graq> 
on political power. 

In the meantime, Baittett had gone into the iron busi- 
ness, which, in the course of its management, carried him 
once more down into \%ginia. He saw his old antago- 
nists contmding almost h<^essly widi a state of aSws 
such as no high-spirited people evei went through and 
endured. Touched by the appeal of the men who, like 
lumself, had faced death hravely foi what they believed 
was right, he came home sorrowful, feeling diat instead 
of the North and the South becoming reconciled, the 
seed was being sown for hereditary hatred and possible 
future rebellion. The North, he felt, was being dragged 
away h'om the high plane of its manhood; with his 
usual courage, he pushed aside all political honors and 
dedded to appeal to the understanding and patriotism of 
the North. 

The opportuni^ to make his appeal came with the 
dedication of Memorial Hall June 24, 1874, erected 
to commemorate the services in the war of the sons 
of Harvard. He could not have had a better place. 
Harvard — wrapped up in the very name is all the 
history and every high aspiration of our country — Har- 
vard, in the splendor of her past and in die greater 
splendor of high purpose, was paying her tribute to her 
high-spirited sons who had gone out into ^e field and 
given up life gallandy for what she had taught them 
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was sacred — a dee, an enlightened, and a righteous 
republic. His biographei says : '* When Bartlett arose, 
and the first words uttered by his de^ and manly vtnce 
were heard, and dw audience became aware that th^ 
came from the shattered soldier, whose taQ form and 
wasted face they had seen at die head of the procesnon 
as he painfully marshalled it, a great ulence fell on the 
multitude." 

Bartlett said : " Tlie day is not widiout sadness as 
we read die beloved names on those marble tablets; 
and yet. not without gladness as we reflect whatever 
change of fortune may come to us as the years roll on, 
their fame is secure, immutable, immortal We shall 
grow old and wear out, but they will alwa3rs keep for 
us their glorious, spotless youdi. I firmly believe that 
when the gallant men of Lee's army surrendered at 
Appomattox (touched by the delicate goierod^ of Grant, 
who, obeying the dictates of his own honest heart, 
showed no less magnanimi^ than political sagacity) they 
followed the example of their heroic chief, and, with 
their arms, laid down forever their disloyal^ to the 
Union. Take care, then, lest you repel by injustice or 
suspicion, or even by inditfefence, the returning love of 
men who now speak widi pride of that flag as ' our 
flag.* Our brodiers fell, not that New Ejigland might 
prosper, nor that the West m^ht thrive — they died for 
th^r country, for the Soudi, no less than (or the Nordi. 
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And the southern you^, in die days to ccHne. vnH see 
this, and as he stands in these hallowed halls and teads 
those names, realizing the grandeur and power of a 
country which, thanks to them, is stiU his, will exclaim, 
* These men fought (or my salvation as well as for theii 
own. They died to preserve not merely the unity of 
a nation, but the destinies of a UHitinent'" 

In March, the following year, Bartlett was asked to 
make a speech at the centennifd celebration of Lexing- 
ton. He was failing, and failing fast Death had set 
out and was c<nning on lapidfy, when lol the angel of 
peace hurried from the gate of heaven and, overtaking 
death, looked into his grim, meditative fakce and implored 
him to halt till her knightly young soldier could make 
his 6nal plea for reconciliation between the brothers of 
his brave generation ; and death halted. 

Bardett says in his diary: "A few words have come 
to me which I feel may, perhaps, fall on good ground 
and bring forth the fruit of peace and reconciliation. 
For yihy celebrate the centennial of the birth of a 
nation if that nation is still to be divided and distracted 
by sectional hostility? It is treading on delicate ground, 
but 1 know I am sincere, and I believe that what I am 
to say is for the good of the vihole country, and if I 
can carry people with me will do nuich good." 

General Grant was there and a vast concourse to cele- 
brate the one hundreddi anniversary. Chilled through and 
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(Bint, Bardett rose and said: "The disbnguished soldier 
who is your guest to-day never came nearet the heart 
ai the pe<^le than vdien he said. 'Let us have peace.* 
Look to your b^'oes — their leaders, thor Gordons, their 
Lees, dteir Johnsons, Lamar and Ridley — and tdl me 
if you find in their utterances anjrthing but renewed 
loyalty and devotion to a reunited country. As I begged 
you last summer, I entreat you again; do not repel die 
rrtuining love of those men by suspicion and indifference. 
Tliese are the men, as our great and good Governor 
Andrew told us at tbe close of the war, diese ate tfie 
men by whom and through whom you must restore the 
South." (A short while before die flag of flaw's regi- 
ment had hcea returned by General Ripley of Soudi 
Carolina.) Bartlett went on to say : " There axe tattered 
Sags in that sacred hall in yonder c^itol, around which, 
in the ^oclc of batUe, I have seen dear friends and 
brave men (all like autumn leaves. There are flags diere 
that I cannot look upon without tears of pride and sor- 
row. But there is no flag there which has to-day (or 
us a deeper significance or that bears within its folds a 
brighter omen of 'Peace on earth, good will to men' 
diao diat batde-stained emblem so tenderly restored by 
a son of South Carolina, whom here, in the name of 
the stJdiers of Massachusetts, I thank and greet as a 
brother. And I am proud that he was an American 
soldier. As an American I am as proud of the men 
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who charged so bravely with Pick^'t dhrisioD on our 
Unes at Get^burg as I am of the men \^o so bravely 
met and repulsed diem there. Men camiot always 
choose the ri(^t cause; but when, having chosen that 
which conscience dictates, they are ready to die for it, 
if they justify not their cause, they at least ennoble 
themsehes. C^ sir, as Massachusetts was first in war. 
so let her be first in peace." 

It would be impossible for me to give the immediate 
eSetit of diis speech on the South; but if the shot at 
Sumter struck the iron m die blood of the North, this 
knightly utterance struck the heart of the naturally im- 
pulsive and n^uially chivalric South. The old fires 
burned down and out; the fruits of Appomattox became 
affection and loyalty ; the prophetic li^t of a reunited 
country that shone in Lincoln's boiignant eyes was re* 
aHzed. 

When we ponder on the results that followed complete 
reconciliation in all their national and humanizing signifi- 
cance, an almost over^elming sense of ^oty breaks 
over the mind. We are caught up by a whirlwind of 
exultation, as tt were, and we sweep along widi our 
country in its flighL But let us not be carried away 
irom the more enduring glory of our ideals, for long after 
the star of our country has been quenched in oblivion 
th^ will still be glowing in the human heart 

Bardett's brilliant career culminated in bis efforts in 
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bdialf of recoDciBatioii. We have tried as wdl as we 
could in following it to get a clearer perceptitHi of 
die everlastiiig and inspiring qualities that make his life 
fulED the ideals as we see diem. We have been lighted 
on our way by the glow of his own deeds, and theie 
has shone above us also the lamp of po^ry, of re- 
Hgioo, and a revtfence for the divine things that man 
is capable of. His life ended on Sunday, the seven- 
teenth of December, 1876, eight days before Christmas, 
just in time for his upward mounbng sjurit — met more 
than half way by that of Stonewall Jackson and Sedg- 
wick. Albert Sidn^ Johnston and ^law. and a gteat 
fli^t of kni^its of all ages, the redeemed s^nrits of E}ick 
Ste^ and Colonel Newcome in their midst — just in time 
for him and his heaven-sod escort to catch the notes 
of a Christmas-r^Marsing chw that once sang mider 
die stars on a hillside of this wodd. "Peace on earth 
and good will toward moL" — His valiant clay is ^ing 
up among the beautiful hills of Berkshire. 

It was a great achievement to overcome die rebellion; 
it was a vasdy greater achievement, one that history wiU 
not forget, for die batde-scarred geneicOion that wore the 
blue and the gray to be on terms of mutual respect and 
friendship before leaving the stage. In this achievement 
let us not overlook the South, who, in a situation not 
then appreciated, and now only half appreciated, by the 
Nordi, rose to the challenge of greatness. If there be 
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( for geoeratioiu, and ours wears one, we owe it 
to Grant and to Bartlett moie tfian to any othen ; for, 
having won victory, they wooed peace back to the land. 
By diat act die standard of the conduct of nations has 
been raised; the standard of the gentleman has become 
the law of power; and victory to be glorious must 
hencefordi be magnanimous, for valor dwells with men^. 

I believe the divine tms»OD of our country is to 
furnish the world with ideals, ideal soldiers, ideal edu- 
cated citizens, and ideal gendnnen. And it is in that 
class that we must look for the ideal soldier type. We 
shall not find him dying for Imperialism; we shall not 
find him in a war that is waged for commercial stqirem- 
acy; we shall not find him in a war that is waged ^r 
military gloiy. He may fall a gendeman in any war, 
but for Massachusetts ideals he must ^1 a soldier and 
a gendeman in a rif^teous cause. Then not only Mas- 
sachusetts, but poetry, literature, and religion itsdf wiU 
claim him. Government has its dreams as well as the 
young mother over the child's cradle. It dreams of the 
crests of honor, courage, wisdom, and the service of 
men. 

In these days, when wealth is lifting her temple to 
mammon and die barbaric spirit of military glory is 
luring the nation, I believe it is our duty to head the 
other way; back to the simple, the modest, die lofty- 
minded company, those who bring the inspiration and 
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enduring glory of a courageous peaces bade to the state 
relipon of Massachusetts. 

In this foidi, undei the baimei of duly, mardung to 
the music of die hi^ aspirations of the heart, we ccnne 
to-day with our hv o, Bartlett, and with the colors that 
were carried in the war for freedixn ; proudly and 
tendedy we leave him for the emuIatioD of those who 
come after us. And I think I hear an anthem from 
a dome that is higher than diis, " Blessed are the peace- 
makers, (oi they shall be called the diildioi oi God."

DearSr: — I beg leave to acknowledge the bvitatioD extended 
to me to be present on the 27th inst, "Port Hudson Day," at 
die State House, in Boston, on the occasion <J the dedicalioa <A 
a statue to the late General William Francis BartletL 

To n^ great dis^qxHntment, I find that it is not poss3>le (or 
me to give myself this mournful pleasure, owing to inq>erative en- 
gagonoits here, so, craving your pardcm for my delay, I beg 
thai you will convey to His Excellency the Governor and to the 
Honorable Council my grateful admowledgments (or their land 
invitation, coi^led with my sincere regrets that i am unable to 
job with them in thus publicly hcmoiing the memoiy oi diis illus- 
trious ion ti Massachusetts. 

Through the "fortunes of war" it feD to me, as a Cbofed- 
tfate soldier, to oppose General Bartlett on more dian one deq>erate 
field during the eventful years from 186) to 1865. Through my 
own good fortune, it came to me to know him well personally 
aher we had sheathed our swords on the concluiiui of diat mo- 
mentous stnig^ He came to us here in Richmond during the 
dreadful days of "reconstruction." He came to us as a biilHant 
soldier tA high courage and dauntless resolution, to which we 
could all bear witness, and naturally that of itself drew to him at 
the very outset the kindly fe^g <^ brave men.

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Tlim, when hit M advouries cune to meet him penoiui^ 
and maHced ibe gallant bearing, the gracioui couite^, the (weet 
digni^, IdndKnen and nmiJici^ d the high bred gentleman, and 
fell under the wilcheiy <J his iHigHgmg penanaU^, hit deq>, re»- 
onant voice, the frank gaze <^ hit (earlen eyes, the chann of hit 
iunny tmile — b> if by touch oi a mag'cian't wand eveiy bairier 
melted away and we took him to our hearts wAh all the wamtdi 
of affection and sincerity that we would have given a dear coin- 
rade of our own tide, 

1 dialt never forget how profoundly moved and touched he 
was by die unexpected greeting that was givm him on hit return 
frnn Lexington, Mattachusetts, in April, 1675, when on the one 
hundreddi anniversaiy of the birth of die nation he made his 
hmoui i4ea for goiuine reconciliation between the North and the 
Soudu 

The tdegra{^ had flashed far wudiward hit genoous and 
patriotic utterances, and all toudion heaiti were touched. 

He was the first northtfn man who had die courage and 
magnanimity and broad patriotiim to stand i^> in the Nordi, v^wre 
an ignoble goq>el of doubt and auipicitm and vindictiveucsi was 
being preached from puliHt and rostrum and bakfly proclaim his 
c<Hivictions that the [^i^ited v/otd of brave men of his own blood 
should be fidly trusted by the nati(»i. 

He was the first, the very fint, we (Ad soldiers love to re- 
member, to pour out a brave man's ic(xm cm the " cheap patriots " 
oi the hour, who, insolent by reascMi <A victoiy won by others, 
were proving themselves in halls of legislatic», in pulpit, and on 
die hustings as "invincible in peace as they had beesi in war.** 

In his modesty Bartlett never dreamed diat there would be 
any public demonstration at his home coming. I dc»i't think ai^ 
one did. It was in the air that " General Bartl^ was cmung

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home" (for we hsd ctuke ^^oprialed him by that time, and 
"home" meant Virgima). Iliat wai aU. "Tile bc^ in gr^" 
did the rest. 

No <»ie knows to tbii day how the danonstratim was started, 
or \^o started it Peiliaps it wai a suggestion <^ &adley John- 
son's, one of "Stonewall" Jackacm's hardest fighters, a man of 
diiliiiguished Revoluticmary ancestry and a general officer erf high 
daiing and generous impulses. It was just one of those q>oa- 
taneous affairs that no amount of offidal preparattcm can ever 
compass and no human power can ever st(^, when coice started. 

As his train rolled into the statim on that April ni^t, diere 
stood drawn up the remnant of me of Lee's veteran regiments, — 
"The First Virginian Infantry" — the surviving offic«:s and men, 
and h^ond a vast array of citizens. The bronzed and bearded 
veterans at once seized die astonished Bartlett, calling out glee- 
fully, "We've got you again. General I" bore him shoulder high 
to his carnage, took out the horses and dragged the carriage to 
his residence, their band playing " welcome," while they all cheered 
like mad. 

As BarUett ali^ited and was escorted to die porch in front 
of his house, there feD a sudden hush, and General Johnscn, who 
was an orator of magnetic power, qioke a few eloquent words 
ci welcome, assuring him of the appreciation of his old adver- 
saries 'touching his patriotic plea at Lexington. "And now men," 
cried Johnson in his dear, ringing voice, "General Bartlett has 
often heard the ' f^bel yell ' in anger, — show him how it sounds 
in friendship." No one can describe the scene. As the heavois 
were rent by that shrill, wild yell, diat rose and swelled in 
mieJity volume and soared still higher, the northern hero \^ had 
not blenched at Ball's Blufl or Port Hudson, on die lines in firoot 
of Yorktown, or in front of Petersburg, stood completely unmanned, 
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dw lean ttreamiag down hi* thm, bronzed cheeks, whSe ttiD Aai 
l^ctfious yell rose and loared yet higher and higher, and even 
hi^er, in wild crescendo, until its pieFcing note seemed to smite 
and shiver the very sides. Bartlett caught the inquration of the 
difference in the note of that yeQ, since last he had heard it amid 
die dust and sweat (A battle, detecting in it now the ^d [M'eiage 
of what had been the paramount and passicmate aquralion of his 
generous heart since the day he had sheadied his stainless sword 
— the genuine rearndfiatkn <j brave and patriotic mm, vdio had 
(ought out their cmtenticm in valiant fashim and who had become 
cnce more reunited "in ^tirit and in tnidi.'* 

Kindled by the inqnraticMi. and pulling himself together with a 
mi^fy effort, he stepped fra-ward in die ligju oi die torches and 
made a q>eech, the thrilling eloquence <i which will Img remain 
a great tradition in Richmond — ending widi these memi»able 
words: "The war has left us soldiers, oaxx foes, now friends, a 
mcuKKy oi hard-bu^t fields, oi fearful sacrifices, fA heroic valor, 
and tias tau^ us a lesson to be transmitted to our children — 
dtat divided, we were terrible — united, we are forever invindUe." 

There were many odieT eyes dian Bartl^'s wet with tears 
diat ni^t, and it is an opoi secret diat had he continued his 
residence here, it was the fixed purpose <j his old adversaries to 
u^e his name for the govemcM^hip of the "Old Donunicm." 

Nor did there ever fade from his nuod the recollecticHt of 
diat day disastrous to die Federal cause at Port Hudson — die 
amuversary of ^^lich Massachusetts has fidy sdected as peculiarly 
apfOYipriate for the dedication of this statue, — when riding in at 
die head of his men — he the only mounted officer in the assault- 
ing column, he distinctly heard the Confederate officer commanding 
in his immediate front, touched with generous admiratic»i of his 
foeman's reckless daring, call out in4>eriously to his men; "For 
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God's lake, meo, ckm't ihoot at brave a ch^ as dtat," and so, 
for a time, the Piiritan-Cavalier rode unharmed into that heU ai 
fire. 

Massachusetts does wdl to preserve in imperishable bronze 
die form and lineaments of this f^n4tan-■Cavalier, for in die Itmg 
roll of those v^o have made her "^rious by the pen" and 
"famous by the sword," there shines out no name that quicker 
stirs die pulse's iJfqr, no name wMduer the reverence and emula- 
tion (rf her children than diat of William Francis BardetL In the 
cuttemiJation of an heroic life, \^iich, tried by bod\ extremes of 
fortune, was found equal to die trial, and rounded at the last 
with the sleep which he givedi his beloved, selfish sorrow dares 
not raise its waiL 

We, who still miis him and h<^ him in our hearts as a 
"dear cranrade of die other side," can simply say, as his favwite 
M3ton says of Sampson: 

"NoduDg ii here fw lean, nothing to wul, 
' ■ • * nolhiDg but well and fur. 
And wkst mi^ quiet w in ■ <)eidi w wdJe."
